That’s the question 29 boys will be hoping to 
personally answer tomorrow afternoon when they 
go down the Hood F ulevard race course in the 
sixth edition of the Lower Bucks County Soap Box 
Derby. 


When the starter’s flag goes up for the first 
of several heats at approximately 2 p.m., it will 
signal the beginning of the championship trail for 
one of the 29 boys between the ages of l l and 15 
years.

The Derby, co - sponsored by the Courier- 
Times and Reedman Chevrolet in cooperation with 
local service clubs and organizations, is expected 
to attract three to four thousand Bucks Countians 
to the Fairless Hills Shopping Center for the gala 
festivities. 
Rain Due to End 
Holding the key to the success of the 1962 
Derby is that unpredictable 
gentleman — the 
weatherman. Having changed his mind a bit from 
yesterday, the forecast for tomorrow afternoon is 


partly’ cloudy with temperatures near SO degrees. 
Rain, which is forecast for this afternoon and to 
tonight, is expected to end tomorrow morning. 
In the event tomorrow’s activity is rained out, 
the Derby will be re-scheduled for next Sunday, 
July 8. 
Early-Morning Details 
Sunny skies did greet Derby officials early this 
morning as they began putting the course into 
shape for tomorrow’s big event. The Levittown Ki- 
wanis Club, led by Jim Farley, supervised the 
enormous task of erecting the 12-foot high starting 
ramp. 
Th boys were on hand bright and early too, 
getting their sleek, fast racers inspected for the 
big test. Some passed through in a breeze. Others 
had to make minor adjustments and a few “sweat­ 
ed it out” on the scales as they came close to top­ 


ping the Derby maximum weight of 250 pounds 
(combined driver and race car). 
Tomorrow morning, the Fairless Hills Fire 
Company will wash down the track, providing the 
weatherman doesn’t get to it first.
